Many  thanks 
are  due  Mr.  James  Carroll,  faculty  adviser,  and  Ginny  Stro¬ 
bel,  head  chairman,  two  people  who  did  much  to  organize 
SAC  and  guide  it  through  its  first  year  and  a  half.  Through 
their  leadership,  and  the  cooperation  of  the  town,  SAC  has 
been  given  the  potential  to  be  an  even  greater  asset  to  the 
school  in  the  coming  years.

The  disparity  of  this  organization  is  covered  up  by  a  single  ideal — promotion  of  peace. 

What  we,  the  AFS  students,  learned  here  will  be  forever  treasured  in  our  memories. 
We  are  sure,  too,  that  the  people  with  whom  we  stayed  have  learned  some  things  from 
us.  The  time  will  come  when  we  will  become  "The  Establishment”.  Then  all  the  things 
that  we  acquired  in  this  particular  year  will  be  of  tremendous  importance  to  us.

In  the  same  year  that  man  has  orbited  the  moon  and  is 
preparing  to  land  upon  it,  being  less  than  half  the  world 
away  doesn’t  seem  very  far  anymore.  Despite  different  en¬ 
vironments,  there  exist  similarities  in  human  nature  that 
make  the  adjustments  to  foreign  surroundings  an  easier  than 
expected  task.  It’s  not  so  much  the  physical  difference,  but 
rather  the  attitude  of  a  tiny,  neutral  country,  the  discipline 
and  habits  of  a  good  Swiss  family,  and  the  social  atmosphere 
found  in  a  closely  knit  class  that  create  the  greatest  contrasts. 

It  is  a  challenge  to  the  imagination  of  the  AHS  student 


to  picture  himself  spending  a  summer  or  a  year  abroad  in  a 
land  of  an  entirely  different  culture;  where  the  language  and 
school  systems  are  so  unfamiliar  and  where  Massachusetts  is 
known  to  many  as  the  land  of  the  Bee  Gees. 

It  is  equally  challenging  to  try  to  pinpoint  the  purpose  of 
AFS.  Your  ability  to  define  its  goals  and  to  answer  the 
thought-provoking  questions  tossed  to  you  in  a  series  of  in¬ 
terviews  may  guide  you  toward  spending  the  most  enlight¬ 
ening  experience  of  your  life. 


On  January  17  a  plane  left  Logan  Airport,  but  it  was  no  ordinary  flight  for  Denise 
Drazy.  It  was  the  first  leg  of  a  flight  to  New  Zealand.  A  month  earlier  Denise  had  been 
notified  of  her  placement  in  the  AFS  Program  and  learned  that  she  was  assigned  to  live 
for  a  year  in  New  Zealand  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Colen  Flett  and  their  three  children:  Ross, 
13:  Lois,  17;  and  Jaynor,  19. 

Denise’s  first  reactions  were  enthusiastic.  She  described  New  Zealand  as  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  countries  that  she  had  ever  visited.  She  is  very  happy  with  her  adopted 
family  who  lives  on  a  ranch  and  raises  sheep  and  commented  that  her  "father  looks  like 
Mr.  Hixon”.  She  was  particularly  thrilled  when  she  wrote  in  one  letter  that  her  family 
gave  her  a  pony,  Napoleon,  something  she  always  wanted.  She  has  joined  the  natives  in 
drinking  a  lot  of  tea  and  eating  a  lot  of  lamb.  "They  give  really  nice  parties  here,  said 
Denise.  "They  don’t  dance  the  crazy  modern  dances  like  they  do  in  the  United  States. 

Denise  started  school  ten  days  after  she  arrived  in  New  Zealand  and  was  very  im¬ 
pressed  on  the  first  day  when  the  teachers  marched  into  an  assembly'  wearing  black 
robes.  Now  that  she  has  become  adjusted  to  school  (including  the  uniforms)  Denise  is 
thoroughly  enjoying  it  and  finds  that  the  teachers  aren’t  as  "fierce  as  they  first  appeared 
to  be.

Through  the  aid  of  Andover  parents  the  1969  Andover  High 
School  Hockey  team  became  the  first  team  in  the  United  States 
to  tour  Russia  and  Europe. 

After  weathering  four  busses,  two  airplanes,  and  a  north¬ 


easter,  the  weary  hockey  team  was  finally  on  its  way  to  London, 
England  via  Air  India  on  February  11.  After  a  belated  roast 
beef  dinner  and  a  night’s  rest  the  team  was  in  the  air  again — 
to  Sweden.  It  was  in  Stockholm  where  they  played  and  were 
downed  in  the  first  of  their  games  abroad — 7-1.  After  a  quick 
flight  to  Russia  and  a  busy  schedule  of  sightseeing  the  Metro, 
Leinins’  tomb,  and  the  Bolshoi  Ballet  the  Warriors  scrimmaged 
the  Russian  Central  Army  Team  and  were  trounced  by  a  score 
of  29-0.  The  star  of  the  game  was  Goalie  Ed  Rawlings  who 
made  79  valiant  saves  and  for  whom  even  the  Muscovites 
cheered.  The  team  was  then  off  to  Zurich,  Switzerland  where 
they  were  nipped  in  a  more  evenly  matched  game  by  the 
Swiss — 7-1. 

The  Warriors  may  have  lost  all  of  their  exhibition  games, 
but  the  experience  which  they  gained  in  their  two-week,  10,000 
mile  tour  more  than  made  up  for  their  defeats.
